Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-15, 18-25, 27-39, 42-48 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance. 

The art of record does not disclose determining shadow and highlight 
neighborhoods, determining shadow and highlight neighborhood intensities, determining 
shadow and highlight tone values based on the shadow and highlight neighborhood 
intensities, and determining shadow and highlight local weights based on the shadow 
and highlight tone values as recited in claim 1 as amended. 

Applicant points out that the method recited in claim 1 as amended facilitates 
much greater control and flexibility than the prior art adaptive histogram equalization 
(AHE) and interpolated AHE. In particular, the method of claim 1 permits different tonal 
regions to be modified in different ways. For example, for each location of the image, 
different neighborhoods can be determined, and thus different neighborhood Intensities 
can be determined. Different tone functions can be used to determine separate shadow 
and highlight tone values. In this manner, different tonal regions of the image can be 
adjusted differently. This is particularly useful, for example, where a different adjustment 
is desired for shadow regions than Is desired for highlight regions, as is often the case 
for personal digital photographs and the like. 

Applicant further states that independent claims 19 and 25 as amended include 
similar limitations to claim 1 as amended and are in condition for allowance for at least 
the same reasons.
